ON MILLER CASE

Ponca, Otoe and Missouri Indian al­ 
lotm ents by fraudulent practices and 
deceptive 
reports

The indictm ents against Zach and 
Joe Miller later were dismissed. 
Miller, according to the testimony 
and h ^ subsequent plea of guilty, 
would sell lo indian wads of the 
governm ent supplies from his ” 101 
Ranch” store, extending credit. 
lie! Deed Signed. 
When an Indian became slightly 
indebted to him, 
it 
was 
alleged, 
Miller would produce a document, 
supposedly a note or mortgage but 
really an undated deed to the In­ 
dian’s allotm ent, which he would 
persuade the Indian to sign. 
Proceedings would then be start­ 
ed at W ashington, it was charged, 
to have the Indian declared compe­ 
tent to manage his own affairs. As 
soon as competency papers were ap­ 
proved by the Interior departm ent, 
according to the testimony, Miller 
and 
his 
alleged 
co-conspirators 
would fill in the current date on 
the deed and file it, at the Oklaho­ 
ma county seat town, thus establish­ 
ing title to the land. 
Only Fraction of Value. 
It was asserted that the am ount 
of the Indian’s indebtedness in ev­ 
ery case, am ounted to only a frac­ 
tion of the value of the lands thus 
transferred. 
Miller, Norton and Newton plead­ 
ed guilty in February, 1922. Miller 
was fined $7500 and Norton and 
Newton $1250 each. 
Land Never Returned. 
The allotm ents thus acquired by 
an alleged illegal conspiracy, it is 
stated, never have been returned to 
the original Indian owners. 
Federal D istrict Attorney M aurer 
said Thursday that, although Miller, 
Norton and Newton w'ere fined after 
he took office, he had had no per­ 
sonal connection with the case. 
Ile|»orts Caused Move. 
“ When my appointm ent was an­ 
nounced,” M aurer said, ’some of the 
newspapers stated th a t I was being 
brought in to dismiss the Miller 
case. 
"Therefore, it was thought best 
to continue in charge of the case 
H. M. Peck. form er federal district 
attorney, who had been handling it. 
Peck was appointed a special prose­ 
cutor and he remained as such un­ 
til the defendants had been fiaed. 
I assume th at his dism issal closed 
the case ” 
Peck, it was understood at the 
time the defendants in the Miller 
case were fined, had insisted that 
they should receive penitentiary’ sen­ 
tences. 
When he had completed his ser­ 
vices in the crim inal action, it was 
said to be his understanding that 
civil suits to recover the land would 
bt? filed. 
But his appointm ent as 
special prosecute w’as term inated, 
and no suits were brought.

to one of the small islands in the 
Sulu group, only a few* miles away.

Nevertheless he was of the opinion 
that a dirigible like the Shenandoah 
would be able to reach his territory 
in summer.

He was 
here on his way ‘‘mushing” overland 
and expected that supplies which he 
had bought the last several years 
would arrive next August by water.

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Heel or Warble Fly Control

Soon will the evil effects of war­ 
bles or wolves in the backes of cat­ 
tle be supplanted by the terrifying 
attack of the heel or warble fly. The 
latter causes these warbles and also 
causes the cows to kick and run un­ 
der a strain of nervous fright. 
This 
causes a drop in production of milk 
cows; produce some lameness, ir­ 
ritation by the maggots and much 
damage to hides. 
Most dairymen attempt no control 
measures. 
In New Mexico some con­ 
clusive results were obtained by the 
use of a solution in a wading tank. 
This wading tank should be 8 feet 
long. 3 feet wide and IO inches deep 
Seven inches of water with an inch 
of used 
automobile 
cylinder 
oil 
covering the water makes up the 
heel fly repellent. 
A watery solut­ 
ion of creosote, making up a 2 per 
cent solution, has been found effec- 
ive. 
Each morning the cattle wade 
through tliis preparation during the 
warble fly season. 
In the New Mexico experiment, n o 1 
warbles were found in backs af cat­ 
tle thus treated; while cattle not 
treated in that vicinity had large 
ndmbers of warbles. 
A report of heel fly activities 
should be reported to the necessary 
assistance many be rendered by the 
entomology specialist.

PILGRIMS VISIT MEMORIAL 
ERECTED TO PREMIER’S WIFE 


Following the report from the gov­ 
ernment “boll weevil station** at 
Tallulah, La., that only a few weev­ 
ils survived the winter, C. E San­ 
born, entomologist at the A. and M. 
College, stated Wednesday that far­ 
mers should increase their cotton 
acreage believing that weevil will 
not have to be dealt with this year. 
‘‘The fact that very few weevils 
are found In their hibernation plac­ 
es in Louisiana in March,** said San­ 
born, “does not mean that very few 
will be found alive in Oklahoma 
when cotton is growing.*’ 
In regard to the government re­ 
port Sanborn said, “The hibernating 
weevils do not always issue from 
hibernation even at Tallulah until 
the latter part of June. The gov­ 
ernment station has an opportunity 
for obtaining over winter records 
before we do in Oklahoma.** 
“ Ender my jurisdiction,** overed 
Sanborn,” the Oklahoma experiment 
station has five cages of boll weevils 
running for hibe rnating tests in the 
following places; Stillwater, Shaw­ 
nee. Coalgate, Bryan and Ant lei's. 
In all, we nave a total of about 
8,000 weevils in hibernating tests in 
Oklahoma.” 
“ In order,” asserted Sanborn, “to 
obtain the best results from our ex­ 
periments in Oklahoma it will be 
necessary to permit the weevils to 
remain under natural conditions un­ 
til the middle of April. About that 
time we will open the cages, count 
the weevils in order to obtain data 
relative to the percent of over-win­ 
tering forms.” 
Wa hope,” said Sunburn, “to ob­ 
tain this information in time to sub- 
ply the cotton farmers with Hie in­ 
formation before planting time”.
